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MANY  STATES  AND  COUNTRIES 

APPEAR  IN  STUDENT  ROSTER 


Twenty-one  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  four  foreign  countries  were  represented  at 
Governor  Dummer  for  the  1955-56  school 
year.  There  were  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  boarders  and  twenty-four  day  students, 
making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  twelve 
boys.  Every  available  room  was  filled,  and,  in 
addition,  two  boys  had  to  be  assigned  tem- 
porary rooms  in  the  Duncan  Infirmary. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  came 
from  the  following  states:  Connecticut  10, 
Iowa  1,  Illinois  5,  Louisiana  1,  Maine  12, 
Michigan  2,  Nebraska  2,  New  Hampshire  5, 
New  Jersey  7,  New  Mexico  1,  New  York  25, 
Ohio  3,  Oregon  1,  Pennsylvania  5,  Rhode 
Island  3,  Texas  2,  Vermont  1,  Virginia  1, 
Washington  1,  and  West  Virginia  1.  There 
was,  in  addition,  one  boy  from  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Foreign  students  came  from  the  British 
Crown  Colony  (Hong  Kong),  England,  and 
Canada.  In  addition,  Brazil  was  represented 
by  an  American  boy  whose  parents  are  now 
resident  in  that  country. 


MR.  WITHERSPOON  NAMED 

DIRECTOR  OF  ADMISSIONS 


In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  sharp 
increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  ad- 
mission to  Governor  Dummer.  This  in  turn 
has  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  families  who  have  visited  the  school,  as 
well  as  in  the  number  of  candidate  interviews 
and  entrance  examinations,  and  in  the  amount 
of  correspondence.  Mr.  Stone,  who  had  been 
serving  both  as  Director  of  Admissions  and 
Director  of  Studies,  found  the  volume  of 
work  in  his  office  too  large  for  one  man 
to  handle. 

Accordingly,  Mr.  John  J.  Witherspoon  has 
been  appointed  Director  of  Admissions,  thus 
enabling  Mr.  Stone  to  give  full  time  to  his 
duties  as  Director  of  Studies. 


CLASS  OF  '56  AGAIN  FAVORS 

THE  IVY  LEAGUE  COLLEGES 


While  the  61  seniors  who  marched  around 
the  Milestone  in  June  will  be  scattered  this 
fall  to  twenty-eight  colleges,  the  majority  of 
them  have  chosen  New  England  and  Ivy 
League  colleges.  Amherst  was  the  choice  of 
seven,  Dartmouth  and  Yale  of  six  each. 
Brown  of  four,  Harvard  and  Trinity  of  three 
each.  The  rest  will  be  scattered  in  smaller 
groups,  but  all  except  the  English  Exchange 
student,  and  two  who  chose  to  do  their  mili- 
tary service  first,  will  be  in  college.

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IMMEDIATE  CONSTRUCTION 

OF  LIBRARY  AND  SCIENCE 

BUILDING  NOW  ASSURED 

$35,000  Still  To  Be  Raised 

The  Building  Committee  voted  on  June  4 
to  award  to  Horn  Brothers  Construction 
Company  of  Boston  the  contract  to  build  the 
new  Library  and  Science  Building.  Total  cost 
of  the  entire  building  operation,  including 
equipment,  furnishings,  and  landscaping,  will 
be  approximately  $650,000,  of  which  all  but 
$35,000  has  already  been  assured  by  gifts  and 
written  pledges. 

The  first  step  will  be  the  moving  of  Perkins 
Hall  from  its  present  location  to  a  new  site 
across  Middle  Road  from  the  new  Alumni 
Gymnasium,  this  part  of  the  contract  to  be 
completed  in  time  to  permit  occupancy  of 
Perkins  in  its  new  location  at  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  1956.  The  relocation  of 
Perkins  was  decided  on  only  after  considera- 
tion of  many  other  sites  for  the  new  building, 
none  of  which  provided  the  central  location 
on  the  campus  so  highly  desirable  for  a 
building  which  will  be  the  center  of  the 
academic  program. 

Campaign  First  Launched  at  Commencement 
Dinner  of  June  1955 

The  campaign  for  funds  was  begun  one 
year  ago  at  the  Commencement  Dinner  in 
June  1955,  when  Mr.  Philip  M.  Morgan  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  announced  that  over 
half  of  the  needed  sum  of  $650,000  had  al- 
ready been  given  or  pledged  individually  by 
the  members  of  the  Board.  Since  then  Mr. 
Eames,  Mr.  Sager,  and  many  members  of  the 
Board  have  been  actively  inviting  contribu- 
tions from  the  alumni,  from  parents  of  past 
and  present  students,  and  from  other  friends 
of  the  school.  At  Commencement  in  June 
1956,  Mr.  Morgan  announced  that  a  total  of 
$615,000  had  been  given  and  that  the  cam- 
paign would  continue  until  the  balance  of 
$35,000  had  been  raised. 

In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Eames,  with  a  com- 
mittee of  the  trustees,  has  been  working  with 
Mr.  Walter  S.  Brodie  of  the  Boston  firm  of 
Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greeley  and  Brodie  to  com- 
plete the  plans  for  a  Georgian  type  building, 
harmonizing  with  existing  structures,  which 
will  provide  adequate  and  up-to-date  library 
and  laboratory  facilities,  as  well  as  badly 
needed  additional  classrooms. 


DEVELOPMENTAL  READING 

WORK  LEADS  TO  INCREASED 

SPEED  AND  COMPREHENSION 


The  Harvard  Reading  Films  were  used  in 
new  courses  in  Developmental  Reading  in- 
troduced at  Governor  Dummer  this  year. 
Developmental  Reading  is  designed  primarily 
to  increase  speed  and  comprehension  in  silent 
reading.  It  was  first  offered  last  fall  to 
juniors  in  optional  courses  taught  on  Sunday 
evenings  by  Mr.  Thomas  McC.  Mercer  and 
Mr.  A.  Macdonald  Murphy  of  the  English 
Department.  Later  it  was  made  available  to 
sophomores  in  the  regular  class  periods.  De- 
velopmental Reading  benefits  almost  all  stu- 
dents and  should  not  be  confused  with 
Remedial  Reading,  which  is  designed  to  help 
a  small  number  of  handicapped  readers,  who 
need  special,  individual  help. 

Reading  Speed  Jumps  from  238  to  678 
Words  per  Minute 

The  median  rate  of  the  juniors  who  parti- 
cipated in  the  program  proved  to  be  238 
words  per  minute  at  the  first  session  of  the 
class.  After  fourteen  class  sessions  the  median 
rate  on  material  of  the  same  degree  of  diffi- 
culty was  678  words  per  minute.  One  student 
whose  rate  was  originally  452  later  reached 
the  amazing  speed  of  2,000  words  per  minute. 

It  might  well  be  expected  that  such  great 
increases  in  the  speed  of  reading  would  be 
accompanied  by  a  decrease  in  comprehension ; 
on  the  contrary,  whereas  the  median  score 
of  comprehension  had  originally  been  60%, 
it  promptly  rose  to  64%  at  the  greater  speed; 
and  the  2,000  word-per-minute  reader,  whose 
comprehension  score  had  been  68%,  attained 
a  perfect  comprehension  score  at  the  2,000- 
word  rate. 

These  results  were  in  full  accord  with  the 
assurance  Mr.  Mercer  had  received  from 
reading  experts  at  Harvard  and  at  Boston 
University,  where  an  increase  in  the  speed 
of  reading  had  likewise  been  accompanied 
by   an   increase    in    comprehension. 

Because  these  results  are  so  good  and  be- 
cause increased  reading  speed  will  be  so 
valuable  in  school  and  in  college,  the  school 
is  now  incorporating  this  work  in  the  regular 
sophomore  English  courses,  so  that  all  Gov- 
ernor   Dummer    students   may    benefit   by  it. 

Boys  and  parents  have  been  enthusiastic 
about  the  value  of  this  work.

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EDITORIAL 

The  Sunday  evening:  vesper  service  takes 
on  an  additional  meaning  to  seniors  ap- 
proaching graduation,  and  is  the  part  of  the 
weekly  schedule  which  alumni  remember 
most  vividly. 

During  World  War  II  Mr.  Eames  sent  out 
a  monthly  letter  to  alumni  in  the  armed 
rorces.  He  leceived  replies  from  all  over  the 
world  and  noted  that  the  aspect  of  campus 
life  which  they  mentioned  most  was  the  Sun- 
day evening  service.  Thov  enjoyed  learning 
that  successive  classes  sat  in  the  same  chairs, 
sang  the  same  hymns,  and  listened  to  many 
of  their  favorite  speakers.
